There are enough doctors in the 
armed forces' reserves to fill any 
need for them under the present 
rate of expanding the army, navy 
and air force. 


There are not enough in the re- 


serves if we get into war 
with 


Russia, for then the need for doc- 
tors would be enormous. They'd 
have to be drafted or otherwise 
forced into military service. 


Being a doctor in the reserves 


means he's a civilian in private 
practice, does some m i l i t a r y 
training, has an officer's commis- 
sion and can be called to active 
duty any time. 


Some 
reservist 
doctors 
are 


being called now. Last Friday the 
army alone ordered • 734 reservists 
into uniform. The army 
f i r s t 


tried to get some of the reserv- 
ists to volunteer. 


It sent a letter to 3,000 reserv- 


ist doctors — but 
only y o u n g 


men holding ranks no higher than 
leiutenant and captain — asking 
them to volunteer. 


The army received only 200 an- 


swers to its 3,000 letters. And only 
30 of those answering volunteered 
for active duty. Since the 
army 


failed to get reservists to volun- 
teer, it ordered 734'to, duty. 


At the peak of World War 
II 


there were 46,000 doctors 
in the 


army alone. There are only 2,700 
in the army now. But there are 
7.500 in the army's organized re- 
serves. 


Some of the 7,501) were in the 


army during the war and after- 
wards became part of 
the 
re- 


serve. Some of the 7,500 saw 
no 


active duty but joined 
the 
re- 


serves after the war. 


Although the army at present 


can .get the doctors it needs by 
dipping into the reserves and or- 
dering them to duty, this system
